General Somervell was u nable to attend, bu t 


ha voiced his sentiments in a telegram read by 
Colonel MacPhail in which the general u rged 
baseball to help in the maintenance of morale, 
both at home and among ou r troop s. 
"In the winning of the war," the telegram 
read in p art, "it has baen said the su ccesses of the 
British army can be traced to the cricket fields of 
Eton, and I say that the sandlofs and big leagu e 
ball p arks of America have contribu ted their share 
to ou r military su ccess. Nearly 70 p er cent of all 
major leagu e p layers at the time of Pearl Harbor 
are wearing the u niform today and giving a 
sp lendid accou nt of themselves.” 
Colonel MacPhail stressed tho su p erb training 
and equ ip ment of tho American forces today in 
comp arison with World War I, p ointing ou t that 
General Somervell is virtu ally su p p ly officer for 
the u nited nations and had changed tho trite: 
"Too little and too late" to "p lenty and on time." 


Commissioner Landis reiterated his statement 
of a year ago that baseball wou ld continu e as 
long as teams made u p of p layers su bject to the 
same war-time resp KDnsibllities as 130,000?000 other 
Americans cou ld be p u t on the field.
